Proposed  Changes  in  the  College 

Curriculum;  Students  to  Major  in 

Some  Subject 

The  proposed  changes  in  the  college  curriculum 
aroused  great  interest  in  the  students  and  occasioned 
some  criticism  at  their  hands.  It  would  appear  that 
they  did  not  fully  understand  the  proposed  changes, 
ami  well  written  articles  in  the  Tiger  expressed  their 
opposition  and  showed  their  pride  in  the  college  as  it  is. 
What  the  students  seemed  to  fear  was 
that  the  liberal  arts  character  of  the 
college  might  suffer,  that  liberal  arts 
is  what  has  distinguished  the  college 
and  has  been  its  outstanding  charac- 
teristic and  set  it  apart. 

It  would  seem  that  the  criticism 
was  based  on  a  misapprehension  of 
what  the  change  would  mean.  A  state- 
ment in  the  February  28  issue  of  the 
Tiger  and  a  letter  in  the  same  issue 
from  Dr.  D.  M.  Allan  of  the  faculty 
committee  largely  clear  up  the  matter. 
However  it  is  really  a  source  of  satis- 
faction to  find  that  the  students  felt 
concern  and  gave  expression  to  it. 
They  did  not  wish  to  see  changes 
which  they  thought  might  cause  the 
college  to  lose  some  of  its  prestige  as 
a  liberal  arts  institution. 

As  is  stated  in  Dr.  Allan's  letter  as 
to  the  argument  that  we  should  let- 
well  enough  alone  and  stand  on  the 
college's  magnificent  record,  such  a 
position  might  lead  to  complacency. 
Dr.  Allan  further  states  that  while 
the  administration  approves  the  proposed  changes,  these 
changes  are  brought  about  by  a  committee  composed  of 
faculty  members,  all  of  whom  have  taught  at  the  college 
for  many  years,  and  all  are  graduates  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  except  the  chairman,  Professor  H.  B.  Overcash. 
This  fact  should  be  a  guarantee  that  the  standard  re- 
quirements for  graduation  are  not  being  lowered,  and 
while  with  the  proposed  plan  the  student  may  have 
somewhat  greater  latitude  in  his  choice  of  studies  it 
recognizes  that  in  many  colleges  specialization  has  gone 
too  far.  Dr.  Allan  further  states  that  the  committee  felt 
the  suggested  changes  of  degree  requirements  to  some 
extent  would  make  the  choice  of  courses  more  liberal 
and  would  help  the  student  to  enter  graduate  schools 
and  acquire  a  better  foundation  in  his  chosen  field.  It 
is  hoped  that  graduation  is  not  to  be  made  easier,  as  the 
system  which  has  existed  for  many  years  can  hardly 
be  thought  to  be  burdensome. 


We  feel  that  this  faculty  committee  may  be  trusted 
not  to  propose  any  change  by  which  our  standard  will 
lie  lowered.  Dr.  Allan  in  bis  conclusion  states  that  this 
"'major  system  seemed  to  merit  a  serious  trial."

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Harry  Guerrant  Thayer,  '09 

This  much  beloved  alumnus  of  the  college  after  a 
long  illness  passed  away  last  Christinas  night.  He  had 
been  in  critical  condition  for  five  or 
six  weeks.  His  wife,  who  was  Ethel 
Wehrle  and  was  his  loyal  and  devoted 
companion  since  the  days  of  their 
marriage,  which  took  place  June  .">. 
1919,  and  his  son  and  only  child 
Stuart  were  with  him. 

Harry  Thayer  entered  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  1905  and  remained  at  col- 
lege three  years,  but  did  not  graduate. 
He  was  no  student  and  freely  admitted 
it.  He  was  born  in  Charleston,  W.  Va., 
on  the  4th  of  November,  1885,  so  was 
72  years  of  age  when  he  died. 

Before  coming  to  Hampden-Sydney 
he  had  been  a  pupil  of  the  writer  of 
this  sketch  in  a  small  private  school 
which  he  conducted  in  Charleston. 
After  this  he  entered  Hoge  Academy 
in  Blackstone,  an  institution  under 
the  control  of  Hampden-Sydney  and 
intended  as  a  prep  school  for  the 
College. 

He  was  widely  popular  and  beloved 
at  Hampden-Sydney  and  took  a  prom- 
inent place  in  college  life.    He  was  a 
member  of  the  Chi  Phi  Social  Fraternity,  played  on  the 
college  football  team,  and  one  year  was  its  captain,  play- 
ing the  position  of  center. 

In  those  days,  only  limited  football  equipment  was 
furnished,  and  Harry  Thayer  out  of  his  own  pocket 
purchased  uniforms  and  other  equipment  for  a  number 
of  the  team.  He  was  also  a  most  devoted  member  of 
his  fraternity  and  contributed  liberally  to  its  support 
as  long  as  he  lived. 

Several  years  after  he  left  college  he  felt  that  his 
fraternity  should  have  a  Chapter  House.  Chapter  houses 
for  fraternities  in  those  days  were  unknown  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney, but  rooms  in  Gushing  Hall,  usually  corner 
rooms  and  occupied  by  some  member  of  the  fraternity, 
were  used  as  meeting  places. 

Through  Harry  Thayer's  efforts,  a  three-room,  one- 
story  frame  building  was  erected  near  where  the  Kappa 
Alpha  House  is  now  located.    He  was  by  far  the  largest 
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contributor  and  spent  several  weeks  of  the  summer  in 
which  the  house  was  built  supervising  and  seeing  that 
it  was  constructed  as  he  thought  it  should  be.  After  the 
Chi  Phi  Fraternity  acquired  its  present  Chapter  House, 
this  building  was  sold  and  subsequently  burned  down. 

After  leaving  college  he  often  made  a  return  visit, 
and  some  years  ago  when  his  son  was  a  small  boy  he  and 
his  wile  paid  a  visit  to  the  college.  It  was  his  intention 
when  his  boy  became  of  college  age  to  enter  him  at 
Hampden-Sydney.  Later  these  plans  were  changed  and 
his  sun  was  sent  to  Princeton,  where  he  graduated  summa 
nun  laude,  ami  afterwards  graduated  cum  laude  in  the 
law  school  at  Vale.  Subsequently  he  became  a  Clerk  to 
Justice  Clark  of  the  United  Statas  Supreme  Court, 
which  was  a  mark  of  distinction,  as  the  Justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  like  to  have  the  very  flower  of  law  grad- 
uates. 

Harry  Thayer's  family  had  been  one  of  distinction  in 
the  Kanawha  Valley  since  the  Civil  War,  and  his  father, 
().  A.  Thayer,  was  largely  interested  in  the  Thayer 
Foundry.  This  business,  the  Thayer  Foundry,  iron 
works,  had  a  long  industrial  and  important  history  in 
the  Kanawha  Valley.  Harry  Thayer  continued  to  be 
interested  in  this  business,  hut  during  the  depression 
years  foreclosure  proceedings  brought  it  to  an  end.  This 
was  naturally  a  severe  blow  to  Harry,  and  his  health 
had  begun  to  fail.  He  was  urged  to  become  a  candidate 
foi-  the  office  of  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  Loudoun  District, 
a  busy  position.  People  from  all  walks  of  life  came  to 
his  home  urging  him  to  run  and  pledging  him  their 
support.  His  doctor  advised  him  that  he  had  contracted 
tuberculosis  and  was  in  no  condition  to  make  a  cam- 
paign, and  if  elected  would  not  live  to  serve.  However, 
his  wife  Ethel  took  him  back  to  the  doctor  to  announce 
that  they  were  in  the  campaign  and  did  not  intend  to 
quit.  She  kept  him  in  bed  and  the  campaign  was  con- 
ducted from  their  home.  He  won  the  nomination  handily 
and  at  the  general  election  led  the  ticket.  This  continued 
to  he  the  case  for  the  five  terms  that  he  served.  During 
one  of  the  elections  it  was  broadcast  over  the  radio. 
"Vote  for  Thayer,  the  Squire  that's  square.''  Immedi- 
ately after  his  election  he  was  taken  to  the  Hopemont 
Sanatorium  in  Beckley.  After  remaining  for  a  month 
he  came  back  home  and  in  a  few  days  was  in  office,  and 
his  wife  took  office  with  him,  though  she  was  never 
sworn  in.  Each  day  after  breakfast  a  lunch  was  packed 
and  they  set  out  for  his  court  room,  a  small  cottage 
across  from  the  railway  station.  The  court  was  opened 
at  10  o'clock  and  then  all  day  long  the  business  of  a 
very  busy  office  was  managed  by  the  two.  Harry  Thayer 
presided  with  a  great  dignity  and  grace  and  dispensed 
evenhanded  justice.  It  is  said  when  he  felt  that  perhaps 
he  had  erred  in  his  decisions  he  would  himself  pay  the 
costs  in  order  that  an  appeal  might  be  taken,  and  when 
the  upper  court  reversed  him  he  was  greatly  pleased. 
It  would  seem  that  so  generally  fair  were  his  decisions 
that  an  appeal  was  rarely  taken.  Moreover,  at  times 
when  a  man  he  had  sent  to  jail  finished  his  time,  he 
would  come  to  Harry  to  borrow  money  to  pay  his  way 
home,  though  the  borrower  did  not  bother  himself  about 
repaying  it. 

Walton  Shepherd,  also  an  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  '28  and  a  fraternity  brother,  wrote  a  letter  to 
the  writer  of  this  sketch  from  which  a  good  deal  of 
what  has  been  written  was  taken.    I  think  it  fitting  to 


quote  several  paragraphs  from  this  letter  of  AValton 
Shepherd  which  show  the  high  regard  in  which  Harry 
Thayer  was  held. 

"Harry  Thayer  was  truly  a  much  beloved  man.  In 
every  stage  and  phase  of  his  life  lie  established  for  him- 
self a  place  of  high  affection  with  truly  great  numbers — 
even  with  many  who  had  cause  to  he  displeased  by 
reason  of  his  pronouncements.  He  was  devoid  of  any 
airs  or  pretense. 

"Harry  did  not  fully  appreciate  his  own  prestige  and 
looked  on  his  election  as  a  tribute  to  the  vote-getting 
power  of  President  Roosevelt  until  his  leading  the  ticket 
got  to  be  a  habit.  He  came  to  be  a  senior  statesman 
looked  to  for  guidance  and  support  by  all  who  ran  for 
office  on  this  ticket,  and  those  who  sought  office  of  great 
prestige  counted  his  blessing  a  major  campaign  accom- 
plishment. 

"Harry's  kindness,  goodness,  integrity,  and  God-fear- 
ing love  for  all  about  him  set  him  apart.  He  raised  the 
statute  of  his  office  to  a  place  of  such  respect  and  esteem 
that  all  were  proud  to  call  him  friend,  and  eager  to 
enjoy  his  delightful  presence  and  companionship." 

In  the  conclusion  of  his  letter  Mr.  Shepherd  states  :  "His 
enduring  loyalty  and  affection  for  Hampden-Sydney  and 
for  our  fraternity  made  for  a  lively  friendship.  I  loved 
him  dearly.  He  did  more  than  his  share  so  consistently 
as  to  make  his  name  synonymous  with  Hampden-Sydney 
in  the  eyes  of  all  the  alumni  in  this  area." 

As  evidence  of  the  fact  that  Hampden-Sydney  was 
much  in  his  mind,  only  a  few  days  before  his  death  he 
asked  his  wife  if  she  had  sent  his  check  to  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Fund.  This  cheek  was  sent  and  a  re- 
ceipt received  a  day  or  two  after  his  death. 

The  writer  of  this  sketch  feels  that  he  has  sustained 
a  great  personal  loss  and  held  Harry  Thayer  in  the 
deepest  affection.

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To  the   Alumni: 

Here  on  the  Hill  we  have  been  devoting  much  of  our 
time  to  planning  for  the  future.  In  keeping  with  the 
finest  traditions  of  the  institution,  our  organization  and 
our  procedures  are  being  reviewed  to  insure  the  greatest 
effectiveness  in  carrying  out  the  basic  purposes  of  the 
college. 

I  remind  you  of  a  decision  made  by  our  Board  of 
Trustees  in  the  year  1956.  The  Board  favored  the  plan 
to  keep  the  college  where  it  has  been  for  almost  two 
centuries,  to  strengthen  its  position  in  the  educational 
world,  and  eventually  to  enroll  six  hundred  students. 
The  wording  of  the  Board's  resolution  indicated  that  the 
speed  of  the  movement  upwards  in  enrollment  would 
be  dependent  on  our  financial  resources  and  on  the 
quality  of  the  applications  received,  and  that  first  em- 
phasis should  be  placed  on  achieving  the  very  maximum 
excellence  in  the  educational  experience  at  our  present 
enrollment. 

In  accepting  six  hundred  as  an  ultimate  objective, 
the  Trustees,  I  believe,  recognized  the  fact  that  such  a 
move  would  provide  enrichment  of  our  college  and  com- 
munity life,  and  would  insure  many  advantages  in  op- 
eration. Furthermore,  by  accepting  at  least  a  share  of 
the  increasing  number  of  students  who  will  need  college 
training  in  the  academic  generations  ahead  of  us,  the 
college  would  protect  itself  against  a  serious  decline  in 
relative  influence. 

To  aid  in  the  development  of  Hampden-Sydney  Col- 
lege, Mary  Baldwin  College,  and  the  Campus  Christian 
Life  program,  this  latter  directed  at  the  students  of  the 
non-Presbyterian  colleges  of  the  state,  the  Synod  of  Vir- 
ginia in  May,  1957,  determined  on  a  capital-funds  cam- 
paign. The  announced  objective  of  the  Synod  campaign 
is  $2,500,000.  Happily  for  us  all,  there  is  a  strong 
central  directing  committee,  headed  by  Dr.  Bernard 
Bain,  Hampden-Sydney  alumnus  of  Lynchburg,  and  Dr. 
W.  T.  Thompson,  Jr.,  Davidson  alumnus  of  Richmond, 
as  co-chairmen.  Among  the  other  members  of  the  com- 
mittee are  Mr.  Lewis  Chewning  of  Richmond,  Dr.  B.  R. 


Lacy,  Jr..  of  Hampden-Sydney.  and  Mr.  David  Squires 
of  Alexandria,  all  Trustees  past  or  present  of  the  col- 
lege. Mr.  Frank  S.  Moore,  Trustee  from  Xorfolk,  is  a 
member  of  the  group  to  advise  the  campaign  committee. 

Here  I  shall  not  itemize  our  needs  in  terms  of  en- 
dowment and  plant.  We  know  that  eight  or  ten  million 
dollars  could  be  invested  with  profit  here  on  the  Hill: 
the  major  professional  question  is  the  arrangement  of 
sound  stages  of  development.  Certainly,  we  must  have 
added  endowment  to  guarantee  adequate  faculty  salaries, 
essential  student  scholarships,  and  proper  maintenance 
of  the  plant.  We  need  greater  space  and  more  efficient 
arrangements  for  library  operations,  science  teaching, 
dining,  and  other  student  activities.  The  demand  for 
faculty  housing  is  almost  desperate  even  at  this  hour. 

Please  remember  that  a  capital  funds  campaign  (and 
there  probably  should  be  one  every  five  years  or  so) 
ought  not  to  obscure  the  fact  that  the  great  and  signifi- 
cant feature  of  a  development  program  is  the  contin- 
uance of  annual  giving  at  a  high  level.  A  college 
would  wither  on  the  academic  vine  if  it  permitted  a 
capital-funds  campaign  to  demolish  or  to  minimize  the 
yearly  contributions  to  the  support  of  the   institution. 

When  you  do  your  share  in  promoting  this  current 
move  to  strengthen  the  college,  ever  keep  in  mind  the 
fact  that  we  are  not  advocating  endowment,  books,  or 
buildings  as  objectives  in  themselves.  Rather  we  are  pro- 
moting a  special  sort  of  education  which  must  be  su- 
stained by  those  means,  a  kind  of  education  which  this 
world  desperately  needs.  It  represents  a  sound,  a  thorough 
training  to  give  strength,  resilience,  force,  and  direction 
to  life.' 

Hampden-Sydney  must  have  new  capital  funds  if  it  is 
to  continue  as  a  first-class  institution.  We  cannot  stand 
by  and  see  this  great  college  slip  into  mediocrity  through 
depreciation  of  equipment,  obsolescence  in  library  and 
laboratory,  and  because  of  living  conditions  for  the  fac- 
ulty which  threaten  to  become  sub-marginal. 

Throughout  the  nation  there  is  more  concern  for 
higher  education  than  ever  before.  In  that  great  tra- 
dition which  has  been  generated  for  almost  two  centuries, 
we  must  meet  the  needs  of  our  times.  Our  ideals  and 
objectives  are  rooted  in  the  eighteenth  century — even 
the  first  century  —  but  our  facilities  must  be  of  the 
twentieth. 

In  all  of  these  projections  into  the  future  our  alumni 
are  sharing.  You  may  recall  that  eighty  per  cent  of  our 
Trustees  are  alumni.  And  in  the  carrying  out  of  our 
plans  we  must  depend  first  of  all  on  you,  the  alumni. 

To  those  of  you  who  are  Presbyterians  within  the 
Synod  of  Virginia,  I  say  support  the  Synod  campaign 
and  encourage  your  fellow-church  members  to  do  like- 
wise. To  our  other  alumni,  I  promise  that  we  shall 
shortly  give  you  an  opportunity  to  move  into  the  ranks 
of  those  aiding  in  the  capital-funds  campaign. 

And  let  us  remember  that  our  purpose  in  the  pro- 
motion of  Christian  leadership  in  the  manner  character- 
istic of  Hampden-Sydney  since  the  year  of  its  founding.

The  Commencement  Speakers 

Walter  Spencer  Robertson,  Assistant  Secretary  of 
.State  for  Far  Eastern  Affairs,  who  will  give  the  1958 
commencement  address  June  2,  is  one  of  the  most  dis- 
tinguished political  figures  to  appear  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  many  years.  A  native  of  Xottoway  County. 
Virginia,  and  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College,  he  began 
his  political  career  as  Chief  of  the  United  States  Lend- 
Lease  Mission  to  Australia  in  1943.  and  later  became 
Economic  Adviser  to  the  State  Department.  Sub- 
quently  he  served  as  Minister  and  Counselor  of  Eco- 
nomic Affairs  at  the  United  States  Embassy  in  Chung- 
king and  as  United  States  Commander  of  the  Peiping 
Executive  Headquarters  (Marshall  Truce  Commission). 
In  19 IS  he  was  a  member  of  the  Public  Advisory  Com- 
mission to  the  E.C.A.  China  Program.  He  was  appointed 
to  his  present  position  in  19515.  Mr.  Robertson  was  a 
member  of  the  United  States  delegation  to  the  Geneva 
Conference  in  1955,  and  also  attended  the  Manila  Pact 
Conference  in  Bangkok,  as  well  as  the  Ministerial  meet- 
ing of  the  North  Atlantic  Council  in  Paris  in  1955. 

Mr.  Robertson  has  been  vice  president  of  the  State 
Planters  Bank  and  Trust  Company  of  Richmond,  and 
was  once  president  of  the  Richmond  Stock  Exchange.

He  is  president  of  the 
Robertson  Chemical  Corporation  and  a  trustee  of  the 
Jamestown  Corporation,  the  Virginia  Historical  Associ- 
ation, and  the  new  Richmond  Memorial  Hospital. 

During  World  War  J  Mr.  Robertson  was  a  pilot  in 
the  United  States  Air  Force.  At  present  he  is  a  member 
of  the  English  Speaking  Union.  The  Society  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati. Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and  Kappa  Alpha  social  fra- 
ternity. When  not  in  Washington,  he  resides  in  Rich- 
mond, where  he  belongs  to  the  Episcopal  Church.  He  is 
a  member  of  the  Commonwealth  Club,  the  Metropolitan 
Club,  and  the  Country  Club  of  Virginia. 


Dr.  James  Archibald  Jones,  the  1958  baccalaureate 
preacher,  has  long  been  one  of  the  leading  churchmen  of 
the  country.  His  career  culminated  with  his  selection  as 
president  of  Union  Theological  Seminarv,  Richmond, 
in  1955. 

Dr.  Jones  is  a  past  chairman  of  the  General  Council 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church.  U.S..  and  past  chairman 
of  the  Board  of  World  Missions.  He  has  been  Special 
Preacher  and  Missions  Counselor  in  the  Belgian  Cone,, 
and  in  Brazil.  He  has  held  pastorates  at  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Henderson.  X.  C  and  at  the  Myers 
Park  Presbyterian  Church  in  Charlotte,  whence  he  came

to  the  presidency  of  Union  Seminary.  He  is  also  a 
former  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina. 

Dr.  Jones  is  a  native  of  North  Carolina  and  a  grad- 
uate of  Davidson  College.  In  addition  to  a  B.D.  and 
Th.M.  from  Union  Theological  Seminary,  he  holds  an 
honorary  D.D.  from  Hampden-Sydney  and  an  LL.D. 
from  Davidson.  He  is  a  trustee  of  Davidson  and  Queens 
Colleges. 

In  Richmond,  Dr.  Jones  is  a  member  of  the  Southern 
Society  of  Philosophy  and  Religion,  the  Rotary  Club, 
and  the  Virginia  Historical  Society. 


The  New  Major  System  at 
Hampden-Sydney 

At  the  request  of  the  Editors,  Dean  Charles  B.  Vail 
has  written  the  following  discussion  of  the  new  major 
system  adopted  by  the  Faculty  last  session  and  the  new 
faculty  advisory  plan  that  has  grown  out  of  it. 

A  challenging  task  which  confronts  the  faculty  of  a 
college  is  the  definition  of  its  educational  objective.  The 
college  is  a  body  of  persons  having  a  corporate  function. 
and  this  function  must  be  known  with  clarity.  The 
objective  cannot  be  an  end  in  itself.  It  must  be  an 
initiation  into  the  joy  of  learning,  and  should  provide 
the  essential  discipline  for  a  lifetime  of  scholarship. 
There  must  be  penetration  beyond  the  thin  veneer  of 
recorded  knowledge ;  there  must  be  informed  intelli- 
gence and  capacity  for  independent  inquiry. 


The  faculty  of  Hampden-Sydney  is  mindful  of  its 
responsibility.  It  recognizes  a  fundamental  truth  that 
knowledge  cannot  be  compartmented  into  many  separate 
disciplines  with  no  interdependence.  The  three  R's,  col- 
lege style,  must  be  taught,  of  course,  and  Hampden- 
Sydney  has  long  been  distinctive  for  its  excellence  in 
this  area.  The  faculty  believes,  nevertheless,  that  an 
appreciation  —  the  comprehension  —  of  this  essential 
truth  can  be  achieved  only  after  the  student  has  engaged 
in  intensive  study  at  an  advanced  level.  Here  the  intel- 
lectual development  approaches  maturity  and  the  stu- 
dent gains  ability  to  think  intelligently  and  creatively. 

In  the  winter  of  1957  the  faculty  established  a  system 
of  majors,  or  areas  of  concentration,  which  is  designed 
to  insure  study  at  the  advanced  level.  These  majors 
were  superimposed  on  the  degree  requirements  which, 
with  minor  revisions,  remain  comprehensive  and  desir- 
able for  good  foundation  study.  This  significant  in- 
novation was  made  after  long  study  by  the  appropriate 
faculty  committee. 

The  casual  onlooker  might  be  tempted  to  classify  the 
faculty  as  "curriculum  dieticians"  intent  upon  handing 
the  student  a  fixed  menu  for  his  college  experience. 
This  is  not  the  case.  The  faculty  maintains  steadfastly 
its  belief  that  the  educated  man  should  have  breadth  of 
knowledge.  It  recognizes  the  danger  in  the  educational 
smorgasbord  fostered  by  many  institutions  wherein  the 
major  is  the  principal  objective  beyond  a  scattering  of 
basic  courses.  The  responsibility  resides  with  the  fac- 
ulty to  see  that  the  four  years  of  college  is  a  meaningful 
experience ;  the  responsibility  cannot  be  left  entirely  to 
the  discretion  of  students  searching  for  that  experience. 

The  major  system  is  now  in  operation.  The  privilege 
was  granted  upperclassmen  to  elect  this  plan  and  some 
have  found  it  possible  and  desirable  to  do  so.  The  pre- 
liminary observations  are  noteworthy  and  deserve  men- 
tion. It  was  found  that  several  students  were  planning 
an  area  of  concentration  without,  regard  to  a  major 
system.  Indeed,  a  study  of  the  records  disclosed  that 
nearly  two-thirds  of  the  alumni  with  a  degree  fulfilled 
the  requirements  for  a  major  in  one  field  or  in  related 
fields.  In  the  matter  of  electives  the  students  often  find 
as  many  opportunities  under  the  new  plan  as  in  the  old 
non-major  system.  In  a  few  cases  more  electives  are 
possible.  There  is  considerable  evidence  that  students 
are  giving  more  serious  thought  to  the  particular  pur- 
pose which  the  college  experience  can  have.  There  are 
overtones  of  the  vocational  objective,  but  primarily  this 
concern  is  focused  upon  the  significance  of  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney education. 

A  new  faculty  committee,  entitled  the  Academic  Coun- 
cil, has  assumed  responsibility  for  the  major  system. 
Its  findings  have  led  to  the  introduction  of  new  courses 
and  to  the  paring  of  others.  The  curriculum  as  a  whole 
has  been  amended  to  meet  the  challenge  imposed  upon 
the  faculty,  and  further  study  is  under  way. 

The  Academic  Council  has  prepared  the  ground  rules 
for  yet  another  innovation  which  should  prove  helpful 
to  both  students  and  faculty.  This  one  is  in  the  area 
of  student-faculty  relationships.  The  great  quality  of 
this  institution  can  be  traced  to  a  combination  of  tine 
instruction  and  close  association  of  the  students  and 
professors.  This  association  has  been  informal,  for  the 
most  part,  but  gratifyingly  successful.  The  introduction 
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of  the  major  system  provided  an  opportunity  to 
strengthen  the  tie  between  the  student  and  his  pro- 
fessor, for  it  identifies  more  (dearly  the  areas  of  mutual 
interest.  The  replacement  of  class  advisers  with  major 
professors  is  thus  implied. 

In  the  spring  of  this  year  each  student  above  the 
freshman  year  will  be  assigned  to  an  adviser  whose 
teaching  field  or  area  of  interest  is  that  of  the  chosen 
major.  "Thereafter,  the  assignment  will  be  made  in  the 
spring  of  the  sophomore  year.  The  adviser  will  coun- 
sel with  the  student  and  plan  a  program  for  the  remain- 
ing year  or  years  in  college.  He  will  guide  the  student 
throughout  those  years,  and  as  graduation  approaches 
lie  will  be  able  to  give  special  guidance  in  the  post- 
graduate and  vocational  opportunities.  This  professor 
is  obviously  the  one  most  familiar  with  those  oppor- 
tunities. 

Until  the  major  system  is  in  full  operation — it  is 
mandatory  for  the  present  freshmen — there  will  be  stu- 
dents who  cannot  be  identified  with  any  particular  field 
of  study.  Advisers  will  be  selected  for  these  young  men 
on  the  basis  of  interests  or  personal  preferences. 

These  new  features  in  the  academic  face  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  were  conceived  and  implemented  to  make  secure 
the  standing  of  the  college  as  "one  of  the  truly  great 
small  colleges  in  the  nation."'  They  grew  out  of  a  chal- 
lenge; they  give  birth  to  even  greater  challenges.  The 
faculty  can  look  forward  to  rising  interest  in  advanced 
work — an  exciting  prospect  for  the  true  scholar.  The 
graduate  may  acquire  a  better  foundation  in  his  chosen 
field  and  closely  related  one.  The  college  can  anticipate 
the  need  for  additional  faculty  members,  and  these  will 
add  skill  and  knowledge  to  the  various  departments  and 
enhance  the  intellectual  climate.  The  need  for  visiting 
scholars  in  seminars,  in  classrooms,  and  in  the  byways 
will  be  more  pressing  than  ever  before.  The  college  will 
fulfill  more  completely  the  ambitions  of  its  founders  and 
continue  to  send  forth  its  graduates  into  the  high  places 
of  our  society. 


Harry  Thayer  Memorial 
Scholarship  Established  at  H-S 

Hampden-Sydney  has  probably  had  no  more  loyal 
alumnus  than  the  late  Harry  Guerrant  Thayer,  '09,  who 
died  on  last  Christmas  day.  One  friend  has  remarked. 
"Next  to  his  family  and  church,  he  loved  Hampden- 
Sydney  most." 

In  recognition  of  her  husband's  deep  affection  for  his 
old  college,  Mrs.  Thayer  has  made  a  gift  of  one  thousand 
dollars  to  Hampden-Sydney.  The  money  is  to  be  used 
to  establish  a  scholarship  for  four  years  in  her  husband's 
memory.    The  recipient  will  be  granted  $250  each  year. 

The  field  of  student  scholarships,  along  with  those 
of  endowment  and  capital  improvements,  is  one  of  press- 
ing concern  at  Hampden-Sydney.  It  often  happens  that 
well-rounded  lads  who  would  be  thought  of  as  natural 
Hampden-Sydney  material  are  lured  to  other  more 
affluent  institutions  by  the  attraction  of  scholarships — 
help  which  they  genuinely  need. 

This  generous  gift  for  the  establishment  of  the  Harry 
Thayer  Memorial  Scholarship  should  encourage  other 
benefactors  interested  in  Hampden-Sydney  College  and 


the  education  of  youth   to  come   forward   with  similar 
gifts.

The  Patrick  Henry  Room  is  the  small  dining  room 
on  the  second  floor  of  Venable  Hall,  available  to  organi- 
zations and  individuals  desiring  good  food  and  pleasant 
surroundings.  Established  in  1956,  it  was  named  for 
llampden-Sydney's  famous  trustee  and  the  man  who  re- 
putedly wrote  the  College's  charter  of  1783.

York  Historical  Society.  She  has  had  it  tastefully 
framed  in  gold.

The  Hampden-Sydney  College  Glee  Club  will  present 
its  annual  Spring  Festival  of  Music  in  Gammon  Gym- 
nasium on  Saturday  evening,  May  10,  1958,  at  8 :00 
o'clock.  The  sixty-five-voice  group  will  be  joined  by  the 
Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College  Glee  Club  in  a  per- 
formance of  Haydn's  Creation.  This  oratorio  is  con- 
sidered by  many  to  be  Haydn's  greatest  work.  It  has 
been  a  favorite  composition  for  the  spring  festival  be- 
cause of  its  challenge  to  the  singers  and  its  appropriate- 
ness to  the  season. 

The  Glee  Club  has  planned  the  festival  as  the  climactic 
event  of  its  spring  program.  It  is  particularly  proud  to 
have  the  Randolph-Macon  Woman's  College  Glee  Club 


in  the  event.  The  chorus,  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor Henry  Hallstrom,  is  widely  recognized  as  one  of 
the  finest  women's  groups  in  the  East.  This  will  be  the 
first  time  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  singers  have  ever 
performed  with  this  distinguished  organization.  The 
two  glee  clubs  have  been  invited  to  present  the  work  in 
Lynchburg,  Virginia,  on  Saturday,  April  19,  as  the  con- 
cluding program  of  the  State  Convention  of  Music 
Clubs.  This  evening  concert  will  be  presented  in  Smith 
Hall  and  will  be  open  to  the  public. 

The  140-voice  chorus  will  be  joined  by  the  three  New 
York  soloists  who  participated  in  a  similar  concert  in 
1956 :  Florence  Manning,  soprano ;  Eobert  Falk,  bass ; 
and  Delbert  Anderson,  tenor.  They  have  all  distin- 
guished themselves  as  church,  oratorio,  and  concert 
singers  in  and  around  New  York  City.  Miss  Manning 
is  well-known  for  her  performances  as  soloist  with 
Robert  Shaw  at  Carnegie  Hall  and  with  Leonard  Bern- 
stein at  City  Center.  Robert  Falk  has  made  a  name  for 
himself  as  a  leading  interpreter  of  oratorio  through  his 
performances  with  the  Boston  Handel  and  Haydn 
Society.  Delbert  Anderson  has  sung  important  roles  in 
recent  Broadway  musicals.  His  latest  appearance  was 
with  Ethel  Merman  in  "Happy  Hunting."  In  spite  of 
this  turn  which  his  professional  career  has  taken,  he,  as 
an  unusually  versatile  performer,  still  claims  oratorio 
work  as  his  first  love.  All  three  of  these  gifted  artists 
have  made  repeated  appearances  with  the  leading  sym- 
phony orchestras  and  choral  societies  of  the  country. 

The  concert  will  be  the  final  event  of  the  annual 
Parents  and  Friends  Day.  Dean  T.  Edward  Crawley 
will  direct,  and  Miss  Raylene  Kyler,  of  New  York  City, 
and  Ronald  Davis,  accompanist  for  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Glee  Club,  will  execute  a  two-piano  accompani- 
ment. 

Admission  to  the  concert  will  be  one  dollar,  and 
tickets  will  be  on  sale  at  the  door.

Hampden-Sydney  Men  as 
Churchmen 

In  any  discussion  of  church  colleges,  it  is  necessary 
and  inevitable  that  the  value  and  contributions  of  a 
college  to  its  supporting  denomination  and  to  the  Chris- 
tian faith  at  large  be  considered.  There  are  many  facets 
to  this  question.  One  frequently  emphasized  is  that  from 
the  church  colleges  come  church  leaders  in  numbers  out 
of  all  proportion  to  the  enrollments  of  those  colleges. 

Interesting  confirmation  of  this  point  has  come 
lately  in  a  random  sampling  of  117  Hampden-Sydney 
alumni  made  at  the  end  of  February,  1958.  Of  these 
117,  111  were  members  of  some  church,  and  of  that 
number  64,  or  57.7%,  held  some  church  office  or  position 
of  responsibility. 

Furthermore,  of  the  60  Presbyterians  in  the  list,  37 
(61.6%)  were  officers  and  leaders.  To  this  writer,  such 
figures  represent  an  amazingly  high  proportion  of  church 
leadership  coming  from  one  small  Christian  college.  It 
can  not  be  stated  categorically  that  this  is  a  scientific 
sampling  and  that  the  entire  group  of  some  4000  living 


Hampden-Sydney  alumni  provide  church  leaders  in  the 
same  ratio.  Perhaps  not.  But  the  implications  are  ob- 
vious, and  the  Christian  churches  would  do  well  to  as- 
sure the  welfare  of  their  denominational  colleges,  whence 
comes  much  of  their  strength  and  leadership. 

These  figures  confirm  another  observation :  that  where- 
as oftentimes  college  men,  sometimes  even  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  seem  lukewarm  to  religion  and  put  up  a  vigorous 
resistance  to  the  religious  influences  with  which  they 
are  surrounded,  yet  these  same  men  are  the  ones  who,  a 
little  later  in  life,  become  the  devoted  members  and 
leaders  of  their  own  community  churches.  Nil  desper- 
andum.

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Graduate  Scholarship  Established 
as  Frank  Spindler  Memorial 

As  a  memorial  to  the  late  Frank  Spindler,  '23.  of 
Hampden-Sydney,  Encyclopaedia  Britannica  Films  has 
given  a  grant  for  the  Frank  Spindler  Graduate  Scholar- 
ship in  Audio-Visual  Education  at  the  University  of 
Virginia.  The  scholarship  carries  a  stipend  of  $1,600  to 
$3,000.  This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  that  the 
grant  has  been  made. 

Mr.  Spindler  was  killed  November  30,  1956,  near 
Midlothian  in  an  automobile  accident  that  also  took  the 
lives  of  his  wife  and  a  3-year-old  grandson  (see  The 
Record,  January  1957). 

He  received  his  A.B.  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  1923 
and  his  A.M.  from  the  University  of  Virginia  in  1926. 
In  1947  Mr.  Spindler  became  associated  with  Encyclo- 
paedia Films,  and  as  district  manager  received  the 
company's  Award  of  Merit.  He  and  his  family  moved 
to  Hampden-Sydney  in  1948,  and  quickly  became  active 
and  beloved  members  of  the  community. 

In  establishing  the  scholarship,  Maurice  B.  Mitchell, 
president  of  Encyclopaedia  Films,  said:  "This  is  being 
done  to  help  keep  alive  the  name  and  memory  of  a  man 
who  exemplified  the  very  best  that  there  is  in  profes- 
sional education,  and  who  so  effectively  promoted  the 
cause  of  better  instruction  through  the  use  of  audio- 
visual materials.  We  can  pay  no  higher  tribute  to  his 
memory,  at  least  none  that  he  would  have  cherished 
more." 


W.  W.  Wilkerson,  '34,  Praised  in 
Teacher  Certification  Change 

Last  February  the  State  Board  of  Education  con- 
siderably reduced  the  hours  of  professional  education 
courses  required  of  Virginia  teachers,  at  the  same  time 
increasing  the  number  of  hours  of  subject  training 
required. 

Singled  out  for  praise  in  this  step  by  the  editor  of 
the  Richmond  News  Leader  were  Dr.  Davis  T.  Paschall, 
superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  Dr.  Woodrow 
Wilson  Wilkerson,  '34,  director  of  teacher  education.  We 
quote  a  paragraph  from  the  News  Leader  editorial  of 
February  12: 

"These  forward  steps  towards  sanity  in  the  school 
system  are  a  great  tribute  to  Dr.  Paschall  and  to  his 
director  of  teacher  certification,  W.  W.  Wilkerson.  They 
are  standing  up  to  formidable  opposition  within  the 
teaching  profession;  they  are  braving  the  panicky  cries 
of  educationists  who  accuse  them  of  something  akin  to 


sacrilege.  In  this  connection,  it  is  notable  that  Dr. 
Paschall  himself  is  a  student  of  history  and  government ; 
Dr.  Wilkerson  is  a  Latinist;  neither  is  a  'professional 
educationist.'  for  which  Virginia  parents  may  be  pro- 
foundly grateful." 

Dr.  Wilkerson  received  his  A.B.  from  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  1934,  and  was  elected  to  honorary  member- 
ship in  OAK  by  the  Hampden-Sydney  circle  in   1956. 


Willis   H.   Bocock,    '84-"The   Best 

Read  and  Most  Charming  Man  I 

Have  Ever  Known" 

In  the  discussion  of  changes  in  requirements  for 
teacher  certification  in  Virginia  (see  article  above),  the 
Richmond  'Tim ex-Dispatch  (February  16,  1958)  pub- 
lished an  editorial  "For  Higher  Educational  Standards". 
Especially  cited  as  a  model  of  what  a  teacher  should 
be  was  the  late  Willis  Henry  Bocock,  Hampden-Sydney 
A.B.  1884,  professor  of  Greek  and  French  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  1886-89,  and  subsequently  Professor  of  Greek 
at  the  University  of  Georgia  until  his  retirement  in 
1942.  Shortly  before  his  death  in  1947,  Professor 
Bocock  presented  Hampden-Sydney  with  a  number  of 
his  books  in  the  fields  of  Greek  and  Latin. 

The  editorial  concluded  with  these  paragraphs: 

"We  may  be  sure  that  the  most  eminent  teachers  of 
past  years  in  this  country  were  masters  of  their  subjects 
first,  and  concerned  only  secondarily  with  'method'. 
Such  men,  for  example,  as  are  described  in  a  fascinating 
little  book  recently  published  by  Robert  Preston  Brooks, 
retired  University  of  Georgia  dean,  entitled  Under 
Sere ii  Flags. 

"The  volume  is  dedicated  by  the  author — himself  one 
of  the  most  accomplished  of  Southern  scholars  and 
teachers — to  the  late  Prof.  Willis  H.  Bocock,  father  of 
John  H.  Bocock  of  Richmond  and  for  many  years  pro- 
fessor of  Latin  and  Greek  at  Georgia's  state  university. 
Dean  Brooks  terms  Bocock,  his  old  teacher,  'the  best 
read  and  most  charming  man  I  have  ever  known.'  Al- 
though Brooks  spent  three  years  at  Oxford  as  Georgia's 
first  Rhodes  Scholar,  he  says  in  his  book  that  'the 
teachers  whom  I  met  were  in  no  way  superior  to  those 
I  had  had  at  the  University  of  Georgia.'  Conspicuous 
among  the  latter  were  Profs.  Bocock  and  John  Morris, 
both  Virginians. 

"We  of  this  generation  have  much  to  learn  from  the 
sound  scholarship,  the  high  standards,  and  the  inde- 
fatigable industry  of  these  men.  Today's  educators 
would  do  well  to  emulate  them."

LEIGH  HANES,  '16 

SO  WIDE  THE  GATE— Poems  1925-1957,  by  Leigh 
Hanes,  '16 ;  The  Golden  Quill  Press,  Francestown,  New 
Hampshire,  1957  ;  112  pp.,  $3.00. 

There  is  more  than  a  touch  of  genius  in  this  fourth 
hook  of  poems  by  Leigh  Hanes.  '16.  Here  are  united  in 
rare  hlend  rhythm  that  speaks  to  the  heart,  imagery 
glowing  like  early  morning  skies,  passionate  love  of 
Nature,  and  metaphysical  insight  of  a  high  order.  This 
little  volume  offers  golden  gleanings  from  the  poet's 
hest  work  over  a  period  of  three  decades.  It  also  pre- 
sents significant  new  work,  especially  the  impressive 
poem  "Walls"  composed  over  a  period  of  seven  years. 

Happily  included  is  the  well-remembered  philos- 
ophical poem  "The  Song  of  the  New  Hercules,"  first 
published  in  1928,  and  many  others  which  have  widened 
the  author's  reputation  on  the  national  scene  and  are 
treasured  by  his  admirers  as  well  as  permanently  en- 
shrined in  notable  anthologies.  Each  reader  will  have 
his  own  favorites,  but  we  may  mention  a  few  almost  at 
random. 

Here  for  example  is  the  sheer  metaphysical  magic  of 
"Thumb  Proof,"  which  begins  : 
Worlds  never  spin 
God  turns  them  over 
Looking  for  patches 
Of  orchards  in  clover. 


Or  here  again  is  the  deep-divining,  tenderly-project- 
ing sympathy  for  animals  as  in  the  exquisite  poem 
"Chipmunk"': 

The  chipmunk  thinks  1  am  a  tree 
And  for  the  moment  we'll  agree 
Having  come  to  slake  our  thirst 
At  the  same  spring,  and  he  the  first — 
Having  come  to  lap  and  cup 
Meeting  our  faces  coming  up. 

Or  here  again  is  the  brooding  moonlight  mystery  of 
"Small  Town,"  one  of  the  best  known  of  our  poet's 
lyrics.  Its  opening  lines  fairly  haunt  us: 

Anything  can  happen 
When  the  silver  crown 
Of  the  moon  is  laid 
On  a  small  town. 

Many  of  Leigh  Hanes'  finest  poems  celebrate  the  love- 
liness of  wild  flowers  and  spring  blooms  with  Words- 
worthian  reverences.  Such  are  "Lilies,"  "Forsythia," 
and  "Beneath  Apple  Blossoms."'  Or  take  the  simple 
perfection  of  "Wild  Larkspur."  We  quote  just  part  of 
it. 

Here  there  was  a  dwelling 

Here  a  garden  close 

But  whither  they  have  wandered 

No  one  knows  .  .  . 

No  one  but  a  larkspur 
Lifted  dewy  wet, 
Petals  curled  with  memories. 
Boots  that  can't  forget. 

One  of  the  special  favorites  in  our  household  is  that 
delightful  Christmas  poem  that  appeals  to  young  and 
old  with  its  sprightly  humor  and  its  profound  simplicity. 
It  is  entitled  "Santa  Claus"  and  it  begins 

Now  this  is  the  thing  I'd  like  to  know 

How  Santa  Claus  can  step  in  the  snow 

With  a  world  of  toys  upon  his  back 

And  leave  not  the  slightest  hint  of  a  track ;  .  .  . 

"Walls,"  published  here  for  the  first  time,  is  a  com- 
panion piece  to  "The  Song  of  the  New  Hercules"  in  the 
magnitude  of  its  conception.  But  it  carries  the  author's 
philosophy  to  a  more  mature  stage.  For  whereas  the 
former  celebrates  the  Divine  insurgency  of  cosmic  cre- 
ativity in  a  flaming  epic,  "Walls"  depicts  for  us  in  poetic 
symbolism  a  universe  in  equilibrium  .  The  swirling 
wonder  of  upthrusting  creation  is  not  forgotten,  but 
now  the  emphasis  is  upon  the  hidden  safeguards,  the 
deep  anchorages,  and  the  invisible  fidelities  of  the  all- 
encompassing  Love  at  the  heart  of  the  universe — that 
which  cherishes  individual  selfhood  and  freedom  in  man 
and  promises  to  bind  our  race  together  without  sacri- 
fice of  that  uniqueness  which  renders  the  soul  precious. 
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Yet  there  are  perils,  not  only  from  communism  without, 
hut  from  the  insidious  surrender  within  our  midst  to 
mass  thinking,  to  the  pressure  of  conformity  and  to 
freedom-betraying  injustices  born  of  greed  for  material 
gain.  Tims  along  with  invincible  faith  in  the  future 
there  is  a  note  of  prophetic  warning.  As  in  "The  Song 
of  the  New  Hercules,"  natural  science,  no  less  than  re- 
ligion  and  philosophy,  is  made  to  give  rich  testimony  to 
the  purposiveness  of  the  universe. 

Many  will  wonder  how  Leigh  Hanes  has  contrived  to 
unite  poetic  distinction  with  a  busy  law  practice.  But 
those  who  were  in  college  with  him  remember  his  aston- 
ishing versatility — as  fighting  football  guard  on  Deatli 
Valley,  as  keen  student  of  literature  and  philosophy,  as 
incomparable  campus  poet  and  best  orator.  Then  when 
he  was  missing  from  the  campus,  as  often  he  was.  we 
knew  that  he  was  in  his  beloved  woods  or  by  the  melod- 
ious streams  (Slippery  Rock  was  one  of  his  favorite 
haunts)  communing  with  Nature  like  Wordsworth.

"He  decided  about  the  only  thing  a  man  could  do  was 
to  live  without  hurting.  It  seemed  so  simple  and  clear 
that  morning.  He  made  himself  a  promise  he  would  never 
hurt  anyone  again.  He  hadn't  realized  then  how  much  a 
man  could  hurt  without  even  intending  it." 

But  ironically  Tod  Young,  caught  like  a  Greek  tragic 
hero  in  the  grip  of  fate  or  by  his  own  fatal  flaw  of 
character,  was  destined  to  bring  pain  or  disaster  on  him- 
self and  all  those  whom  he  loved  or  who  loved  him — his 
mother,  his  father,  his  wife,  his  closest  friends. 

This  second  novel  by  William  Hoffman,  Hampden- 
Sydney  English  instructor,  continues  to  show  the 
strength  and  solidity  of  conception  and  writing  evi- 
denced by  Mr.  Hoffman's  first  novel.  The  Trumpet  Un- 
blown (see  The  Record,  January  1956). 

The  main  scene  of  the  story  is  obviously  laid  in  Mr. 
Hoffman's  home  town,  Charleston,  W.  Va.  (pace  the 
reviewer  in  the  Richmond  News-Leader,  who  finds  that 
"the  locus  of  this  book  is  somewhere  in  the  Common- 
wealth [of  Virginia]''),  though  the  name  of  the  place  is 
never  mentioned.  Tod  attends  what  is  apparently  Hamp- 
den-Sydney  for  a  year  and  a  half.  At  least,  "he  picked 
a  small  Presbyterian  college  in  Virginia  because  most  of 
all  he  wanted  discipline"  .  .  .  and  "studied  Greek, 
Latin,  and  Bible  as  if  they  actually  meant  something." 
But  college  lasts  only  for  a  page. 

Fair  warning :  there  is  plenty  of  plain  language  and 
description  in  the  book,  and  the  shockable  will  indeed 
be  shocked.  But  the  merit  of  the  book — its  sincerity  of 
purpose,  scorn  for  human  hypocrisy,  and  compassion  for 
human  frailty — is  beyond  all  that.  The  pace  of  the  book 
never  lags.  Dialogue  and  succession  of  incidents  never 
flag.   The  reader's  interest  is  guaranteed. 

The  reviewer  in  the  New  York  Times  offered  high 
praise  :  "This  is  a  fine,  sensitive,  and  very  moving  novel. 
William  Hoffman  has  not  only  succeeded  in  making  the 
white,  blank  pages  come  alive  but  has  achieved  the  goal 
of  every  author :  to  involve  the  reader  in  his  work  to 
such  an  extent  that  he  is  no  longer  a  reader  but  part  and 
parcel  of  its  lives  and  situations.  .  .  .  An  exciting  work 
of  fiction;  one  that  will  stay  with  the  reader  a  long 
time."

DAYS  IN  THE  YELLOW  LEAP,  by  William  Hoff- 
man, '49;  Doubleday  &  Co..  (Jarden  City,  N.  Y.,  1958; 
354  pp.,  $3.95. 


Dr.  Harry  E.  Whaley,  '12,  Honored 
as   Outstanding   Citizen 

Dr.  Harry  Easley  Whaley,  '12,  physician  and  civic 
leader  of  Victoria,  Virginia,  was  honored  in  late  Jan- 
uary by  being  chosen  Victoria's  outstanding  citizen  of 
the  year.    He  was  cited   by  the   Victoria  Chamber  of 
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Commerce   for  his   "loyal   and    devoted    service   to   the 
citizens  of  our  community." 

Victoria's  veteran  doctor,  who  has  delivered  more  than 
4,000  babies,  was  presented  a  plaque  by  J.  L.  Gee,  out- 
going president  of  the  local  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
Before  receiving  the  award,  Dr.  YVhaley  heard  the  story 
of  his  life  recalled  by  Judge  Robert  S.  Weaver.  Jr..  of 
Lunenburg  County  Court. 

Dr.  Whaley  is  the  first  citizen  of  Victoria  to  be  so 
honored  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Dr.  Whaley  is  a  native  of  Danville,  Virginia.  His 
father  died  soon  after  Harry  was  born.  His  mother. 
determined  that  her  four  sons  should  have  a  good  edu- 
cation, moved  to  Cluster  Springs,  near  South  Boston, 
so  they  could  attend  Cluster  Springs  Academy.  Young 
Harry  graduated  from  the  academy  with  honors.  Later 
the  family  moved  to  Hampden-Sydney.  where  Harry 
graduated  at  the  age  of  twenty  with  a  B.A.  degree. 
After  teaching  a  year  in  the  Halifax  County  public 
schools,  he  entered  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  and 
received  his  degree  in  medicine  four  years  later.  After 
graduation  the  young  doctor  went  to  Hansford.  West 
Virginia,  where  he  stayed  only  long  enough  to  get  mar- 
ried and  enlist  in  the  army  medical  corps.  He  was  sent 
to  Europe,  where  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  an  evacu- 
ation hospital.  He  was  discharged  in  1919  as  a  first 
lieutenant.  During  World  War  II  he  served  with  the 
army  medical  reserve,  later  retiring  as  a  colonel. 

From  1919  to  1921  Dr.  Whaley  practiced  medicine  in 
the  West  Virginia  coal  fields,  then  came  to  Victoria, 
where  he  has  been  located  since  that  time.  He  has  taken 
an  interest  in  church  and  civic  affairs  through  the  years. 
He  has  been  a  member  of  town  council  for  six  years, 
and  for  fifteen  years  has  been  a  member  of  the  com- 
mittee of  Boy  Scout  Troop  138.  His  son.  Allen,  an 
Eagle  Scout  of  the  troop,  gave  his  life  for  his  country 
in  World  War  II.  Another  son,  Dr.  John  Whaley,  last 
year  was  named  citizen  of  the  year  in  Tarboro,  North 
( larolina. 

In  concluding  the  award  presentation.  Dr.  Whaley 
was  told  "no  night  has  been  too  cold,  no  hour  has  been 
too  late,  no  muddy  road  has  been  to  impassable,  and  no 
person  has  been  too  poor  for  you  to  answer  without  hesi- 
tation when  you  have  been  called.''  Xo  higher  tribute 
could  have  been  given.

Scott  by  his  college  mates  and  friends.  Hampden-Sydney 
College  should  be  proud  of  his  achievements. 


Dr.   Harold   J.   Dudley,    '25,    Cited 
by  Recreation  Society 

The  Reverend  Harold  J.  Dudley.  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  Synod  of  North  Carolina,  Raleigh,  was  cited  by 
the  North  Carolina  Recreation  Society  for  its  1951! 
outstanding  Recreation  Award. 

The  citation,  made  by  Dr.  Harold  D.  Meyer,  former 
president  of  the  National  Recreation  Society  and  editor 
of  the  North  Carolina  Recreation  Review,  was  as  follows: 

"Native  of  Richmond.  Virginia.  A  graduate  of  Hamp- 
den-Svdnev  College  with  a  brilliant  record  in  scholar- 
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ship  and  character  and  in  athletics  as  a  three-letter 
man.  Graduate  of  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Rich- 
mond and  recipient  of  a  doctor  of  divinity  degree  from 
Southwestern    Presbyterian   College    in    Tennessee. 

"He  has  ministered  in  Lynchburg.  Virginia;  Birming- 
ham, Alabama ;  and  Kinston  and  Wilson  in  North 
Carolina.  He  became  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  North 
Carolina  in  1953  and  is  now  its  general  secretary.  A 
pastor  of  the  people,  man  of  God  among  men,  he  is  one 
of  our  state's  noblest  personalities.  Loyal  husband, 
father  and  grandfather. 

"A  natural  recreator  in  skill,  in  principle,  and  in 
philosophy.  A  real  athlete,  he  was  signed  by  the  St. 
Louis  Cardinals  as  a  catcher  and  was  sent  to  Syracuse 
in  the  International  League.  He  gave  up  pro  baseball  to 
enter  the  ministry.  For  twenty-five  years  he  bad  been 
interested  in  all  phases  of  recreation  —  an  accredited 
teacher  of  its  arts  and  skills,  director  of  young  peoples 
camps  and  conferences,  a  specialist  in  singing,  folk- 
dancing  and  crafts — he  practices  what  he  preaches. 

"Director  of  the  first  North  Carolina  church  recre- 
ation workshop ;  editor  of  The  Recreation  Review  for 
1947  and  19-18;  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Recrea- 
tion commission's  advisory  committee  since  its  begin- 
ning; long-time  member  of  the  American  Recreation 
Society  and  a  charter  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
Recreation  Society.  One  of  us  in  its  fullest  meaning,  we 
honor  him  as  we  are  privileged  to  honor  ourselves  by 
bestowing  upon  him  this  special  citation  for  distin- 
guished service  to  the  recreation  world." 


L.  Lee   Bean,   '38,   Receives 
High  Honor 

L.  Lee  Bean,  '38,  Arlington,  Virginia,  was  named  the 
outstanding  professional  man  of  the  year  by  the  Ar- 
lington Chamber  of  Commerce  at  its  annual  banquet 
meeting  held  in  late  January  at  Arlington  Towers. 

Mr.  Bean  is  one  of  the  leading  lawyers  in  Arlington. 
He  has  recently  been  elected  as  a  member  of  the  Fairfax 
County  School  Board.  A  polio  victim  himself,  he  had 
headed  March  of  Dimes  drives  and  has  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Arlington  Council  of  Churches.

The  idea  for  the  hospital  was  his  and  he  was 
the  guiding  spirit  in  the  building  of  it.

While  Mr.  Allen  was  not  himself  a  Hampden-Sydney  alum- 
nus, he  was  intimately  connected  with  the  College  through 
close  kin,  including  his  son,  William  Dudley  Allen,  Jr.,  '43; 
his  brother,  Aubrey  Allen,  '13;  his  first  cousins,  the  Reverend 
F.  M.  Allen,  '94,  and  Dr.  James  Edward  Allen,  '98,  former 
president  of  Davis  and  Elkins  College;  and  his  first  cousins 
once  removed,  D.  Pope  Allen,  '25,  Miehaux  Raine,  '30,  and 
Dudley  Raine,  '35.  Another  cousin,  P.  W.  Allen  Raine,  '28, 
died  in  October  1957. 

The  uncle  of  William  Dudley  Allen,  Sr.,  and  Aubrey  Allen. 
'13,  was  Dr.  Peter  Woodward  Allen  of  the  class  of  1863.  He 
was  the  father  of  Mrs.  Raine. 

The  funeral  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  F.  M.  Allen, 
'94.  and  Reverend  Robert  C.  Vaughan.  '40. 

The  College  extends  its  sympathies  to  those  who  mourn  the 
passing  of  this  fine  gentleman. 

ELLINGTON.  Unreported  in  The  Record  was  the  death  of 
William  Porter  Ellington,  '23,  who  died  in  1953.  He  is  sur- 
vived by  his  wife  and  one  son.  Their  home  is  in  Chestertown, 
Maryland. 

HAMLETT.  John  Clark  Hamlett,  '95,  died  at  his  home  in 
Powhatan,  Virginia,  on  Friday,  March  14,  1958.  He  had  been 
ill  only  a  few  days. 

Mr.  Hamlett  visited  the  campus  frequently  and  was  one  of 
the  College's  most  loyal  sons.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  he  was 
a  retired  real  estate  agent.  He  was  a  member  of  First  Church 
of  Christ  in  Richmond. 

Survivors  are  his  wife,  Mrs.  Louise  Twelvetrees  Hamlett ; 
four  sons,  John  C.  Hamlett,  Jr.,  '29,  of  Powhatan,  William  C. 
Hamlett  of  Richmond,  Albert  E.  Hamlett  of  Ethrata,  Wash- 
ington, and  Frederick  T.  Hamlett;  three  sisters,  Mrs.  H.  D. 
Quarles  of  West  Point.  Mrs.  G.  L.  Bremner  of  Lakeland, 
Florida,  and  Miss  Anne  Hamlett  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C;  two 
brothers  H.  R.  Hamlett  of  Blackstone,  and  P.  L.  Hamlett  of 
Bellvue,  Kentucky,  and  six  grandchildren. 

HILL.  Dr.  Pierre  Bernard  Hill,  '02,  died  on  January  15, 
1958,  in  a  San  Antonio,  Texas,  hospital  where  he  had  been  a 
patient  for  a  little  over  a  week.    He  was  eighty  years  old. 

A  native  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  he  received  his  education 
at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  University  of  Richmond,  and 
Union  Theological  Seminary.  Noted  from  his  early  youth 
as  a  fearless  and  untiring  minister,  Dr.  Hill  taught  the  Gospel 
to  convicts  at  the  state  penitentiary  and  later  to  coal  miners 
in  southwest  Virginia. 

From  1912  to  1916  Dr.  Hill  served  as  a  missionary  to  Korea, 
but  poor  health  forced  him  to  leave  the  field.  Later  pastorates 
included  St.  Elmo  and  Lookout  Mountain,  Tennessee;  River- 
mont  Presbyterian  Church,  Lynchburg;  and  the  Second  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Roanoke,  Virginia;  and  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  Louisville,  Kentucky.  In  1921  he  went  to 
San  Antonio  as  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  and 
became  Texas'  best  known  preacher.  In  1933  he  began  preach- 
ing on  the  radio,  and  following  his  retirement  in  1940  he 
continued  a  Sunday  program  called  "The  Church  in  the  Hills." 
Immediately  after  his  retirement  he  made  his  home  at  Hunt, 
near  Kerrville,  before  returning  recently  to  San  Antonio. 


After  achieving  recognition  as  a  radio  minister,  Dr.  Hill 
strapped  on  a  gun,  donned  a  "10-gallon  hat,"  and  served  with 
the  Texas  Rangers  as  their  chaplain.  He  became  known  as  the 
colorful  Presbyterian  minister  "who  carried  a  pistol  on  his 
hip  and  a  Bible  in  his  hand." 

The  story  of  his  life  was  told  several  years  ago  in  a  book 
titled  "For  God  and  Texas,"  written  by  a  fellow  San  Antonian. 

When  the  United  States  entered  World  War  I,  Dr.  Hill 
turned  down  an  offer  of  a  commission  as  a  chaplain  and  was 
unsuccessful  in  an  attempt  to  enlist  in  the  artillery.  He  re- 
mained in  this  country  and  filled  pulpits  vacated  by  pastors 
who  had  entered  the  service. 

At  the  closing  session  of  the  Texas  legislature  in  1955,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  Dr.  Hill  was  named  Poet  Laureate 
of  Texas  (The  Record,  January  1956).  His  book,  "Poems," 
was  published  in  1954.  Other  writings  included  "Studies  on 
Korea,"  "The  Truth  About  Evolution,"  "What  Presbvterians 
Believe,"  "Making  a  Home,"  "The  Meaning  of  Death."  "Living 
for  Jesus,"  "If  you  Believe,"  and  "Where  I  Found  God." 

Dr.  Hill  was  given  an  honorary  D.  D.  by  Hampden-Svdnev 
College,  the  LL.D.  by  Austin  College,  Sherman,  Texas,  and  the 
Litt.D.  by  Baylor  University. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
of  San  Antonio,  with  burial  in  Mission  Burial  Park. 

Surviving  are  his  wife,  the  former  Miss  Ella  Lee  Thraves; 
a  daughter,  Mrs.  Martha  Armstrong,  San  Antonio;  and  three 
sons,  Samuel  B..  '29,  John  P.,  '30.  and  David  Hill. 

LACY.  Henry  A.  Lacy.  Word  has  been  received  in  the  Alumni 
office  of  the  death  of  Henry  A.  Lacy,  '89,  of  Wise,  Virginia. 

MacCORKLE.  Mrs.  Margaret  Lyle  MacCorkle,  widow  of  Wil- 
liam Goshorn  MacCorkle,  '04,  wdio  died  in  January,  1952,  died 
in  late  February  at  her  home  in  Charleston,  West  Virginia. 
Her  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  Dr.  William  Twyman

Fine  Basketball  Season 
Completed 

The  1957-58  Hampden-Sydney  cagers  have  just  com- 
pleted one  of  the  finest  seasons  a  Death  Valley  Basketball 
team  has  experienced  in  recent  years.  Rebounding 
from  a  so-so  16  and  14  season  in  1956-57,  the  Tigers, 
with  a  new  look  provided  by  a  starting  line-up  sporting 
lour  sophomores,  and  with  a  new  mentor,  Claude  Milam, 
wound  up  this  season  with  a  new  look  as  far  as  records 
are  concerned. 

The  Bengals  compiled  a  16-6  overall  mark.  In  regular 
season  play  they  won  15  and  lost  live.  In  the  always 
tough  Mason-Dixon  Conference  they  placed  second  by 
virtue  of  a  10-2  record ;  and  in  the  Little  Eight  they 
grabbed  top  honors,  winning  11  out  of  12  contests. 

The  starting  five  was  remarkable  for  its  youth.  Of 
the  five,  only  one.  Captain  Horsley  Putt,  was  a  senior. 
Bobby  Lloyd  started  at  the  other  forward  post,  while 
Gil  Sayres  started  at  center.  Leon  Hawker  and  Vemelle 
Martin  formed  a  liackcourt  duo  as  good  as  or  better  than 
any  in  the  Old  Dominion.  The  latter  four  are  all  sopho- 
mores. Martin  and  Lloyd  were  selected  for  the  All  Little 
Eight  first  team,  and  Hawker  and  Sayres  made  the 
second  team. 


Larry  Hammer,  a  freshman,  came  along  fast  at  for- 
ward to  secure  the  number  six  spot  on  the  team  midway 
through  the  season.  Ted  Shepherd,  the  only  senior  on 
the  squad  besides  Putt,  filled  the  seventh  position,  and 
Sophomore  Bucky  Dodson  ably  barked  up  Hawker  and 
Martin  at  guard. 

Of  the  aforementioned  eight,  only  two — Dodson  and 
Hawker — fail  to  reach  the  six-foot  mark.  Both  stand 
five  feet  seven.  The  rest  of  the  team  was  tall — exception- 
ally tall  for  the  Mason-Dixon  and  Little  Eight.  Shepherd 
heads  the  list  at  6'  8".  with  Sayres  a  close  second  at 
6'  6".  Lloyd  and  Hammer  are  each  6'  4".  with  Putt  and 
Martin  joining  them  in  the  six-foot  club  at  6'  2"  and 
6'  0"  respectively. 

Only  one  thing  hurt  the  Bengals  this  season — inex- 
perience. They  had  height,  speed,  rebounding,  and  could 
shoot.  Probably  even  more  phenomenal  than  the  youth 
of  the  team  was  its  scoring  balance.  Four  men — Martin, 
Lloyd.  Hawker,  and  Sayres — averaged  in  the  double 
figures.  Putt  and  Shepherd  each  hovered  around  seven 
points  per  game,  while  Dodson  and  Hammer  were  both 
at  the  five-point  level. 

As  a  team,  the  Tigers  owned  an  even  forty  per  cent 
field  goal  accuracy  mark,  with  the  four  sophomore  starters 
each  averaging  at  least  forty  per  cent.  They  averaged 
Ui  points  per  contest,  while  allowing  their  opponents 
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only  61  per  game ;  and  dominated  the  boards  most  of 
the  year. 

As  it  now  stands,  inexperience  kept  the  Bengals  from 
a  possible  20-1  mark.  Of  their  six  losses,  only  one  came 
at  the  hands  of  a  superior  five,  that  being  William  and 
Mary.  The  Indians  simply  had  too  much  lor  the  Tigers, 
but  the  game  would  certainly  have  been  a  good  deal 
closer  had  Hampden-Sydney  compiled  their  usual  forty 
per  cent  field  goal  mark  instead  of  the  twenty-six  per 
cent  one  they  managed,  and  also  if  they  could  have  im- 
proved on  their  miserable  fifty-four  per  cent  foul  shoot- 
ing that  night. 

Against  V.M.I..  the  Bengals  suffered  a  77-7  3  setback. 
blowing  an  eight-point  lead  in  the  final  four  minutes. 
At  Washington  &  Lee.  they  folded  and  allowed  the 
Generals  to  pour  in  16  straight  points  while  scoring 
none  themselves,  to  dissipate  a  ten-point  halftone  lead 
and  lose,  61-53.  When  the  Tigers  traveled  to  Roanoke 
College,  they  blew  an  11-point  half  time  lead. 

At  Mount  St.  Mary's,  in  the  regular  season,  the  Il-S 
quintet  simply  couldn't  find  the  range;  and  if  you 
can't  do  that,  you  can't  score.  In  the  Mason-Dixon 
tournament,  the  Tigers  again  lost  to  the  Mount  in  the 
semifinals.  This  time  they  lost  at  the  foul  line,  netting 
only  17  of  31,  while  the  Motilities  made  good  on  26  of 
32  "attempts.  The  Bengals  outscored  Ml.  St.  Mary's 
from  the  floor,  and  also  collected  a  dozen  more  rebounds. 

However,  in  some  of  their  other  sixteen  games,  par- 
ticularly both  Johns  Hopkins  contests,  the  encounter 
with  the  Roanoke  College  Maroons  here,  and  the  Lynch- 
burg College  match  on  their  court,  the  Bengals  showed 
signs  of  becoming  a  really  great  small-college  outfit. 
Not  once  during  the  season,  however,  did  they  put  to- 
gether an  entire  good  performance. 

Barring  any  unforeseen  occurrences,  the  future  seems 
to  hold  great  hope  for  Hampden-Sydney's  roundball 
aspirations.  Let's  hope  that  the  handwriting  on  the  wall 
reads  for  a  sudden  halt  to  the  long  line  of  Mason-Dixon 
championships  garnered  by  the  northern  teams.  The 
chances  appear  bright  that  it  does.

OF   TIMES   PAST 

Peter  Johnston 

Peter  Johnston  was  a  key  figure  in  the  founding  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College.  Following  is  the  address  of 
President  Joseph  C.  Robert  at  the  dedication  of  the 
Peter  Johnston  marker  at  Longivood  Estate,  Farmville, 
on  March  1~>. 

Today  we  are  met  to  honor  the  memory  of  one  who 
founded  a  splendid  American  family,  Peter  Johnston. 
Within  the  few  moments  assigned  me  I  cannot,  indeed 
I  should  not,  attempt  a  factual  narrative  of  this  man 
who  so  brilliantly  captured  the  twin  virtues  of  force  and 
foresight.  We  know  that  he  was  born  in  Scotland  in  the 
year  1710,  that  he  came  to  America  at  the  age  of  17, 
that  he  settled  at  Osborne's  Landing  (now  Chesterfield 
County),  that  he  was  peculiarly  successful  in  his  mer- 
cantile efforts,  and  that  he  came  to  these  lovely  acres  in 
the  year  1765,  naming  his  home  Cherry  Grove,  event- 
ually called  Longwood,  a   variation  of   Lochwood,  the 


name  of  the  ancestral  seat  (Annandale  Castle)  in  the 
old  country. 

Certainly  he  was  deliberate  in  his  actions  but  tri- 
umphant, once  his  mind  was  fixed.  As  proof  I  remind 
you  that  he  postponed  matrimony  until  age  51.  And 
from  that  union  came  a  line  of  distinguished  Americans. 
Omitting  living  members  of  the  clan,  I  present  as  de- 
cisive exhibits  Peter  Johnston,  Jr.,  the  soldier  and  jurist, 
who  first  earned  fame  with  Light.  Horse  Harry  Lee's 
Partisan  Legion;  Joseph  Eggleston  Johnston  of  Civil 
War  fame,  born  on  this  plantation;  Dr.  George  Ben 
Johnston,  the  great  surgeon,  once  president  of  the 
American  Surgical  Association.  And  there  were  many 
others  of  whom  the  family  may  be  proud. 

Taciturn  in  manner,  quiet  in  speech,  steady  in  his 
loyalties,  and  positive  in  his  convictions,  this  man,  Peter 
Johnston.  Senior,  was  promptly  accepted  as  a  leader  in 
this  community.  We  are  offered  a  hint  as  to  his  intel- 
lectual interests  by  one  item  discovered  in  his  properties, 
a  volume.  Hume's  England,  gift  of  Walter  Scott,  father 
of  Sir  Walter. 

I  wonder  what  he  himself  would  have  listed  as  his 
greatest  single  achievement  in  his  lifetime.  Let  us  note 
one  act  which  he  himself  must  have  effected  with  an  ease 
suggestive  of  inherent  statesmanship,  of  wisdom  and 
civic  generosity.  It  was  the  stroke  of  a  pen.  He  pre- 
sented as  a  gift  to  the  world  the  acres  on  which  Hamp- 
den-Sydney was  originally  built. 

Picture  those  men  of  the  Hanover  Presbytery  meeting 
at  Slate  Hill  Plantation.  The  year  is  1775,  the  month 
is  February.  For  three  days  they  met.  They  rejoiced 
because  the  Presbyterian  congregation  of  Prince  Edward 
and  Cumberland  counties  had  bestirred  themselves  and 
had  exceeded  "beyond  expectations'' — note  that  phrase 
— the  contributions  asked  in  order  that  the  seminary 
of  learning  might  be  established.  Surely  this  was  a 
miracle — ask  any  administrator.  On  the  second  day 
various  sites  were  examined  and  the  offer  of  Peter 
Johnston,  Sr.,  of  about  one  hundred  acres  at  the  head 
of  Hudson's  Branch,  or  "Great  Branch''  as  it  was  some- 
times called,  was  taken  as  the  location  of  the  new  insti- 
tution of  learning.  This  was  on  February  2nd,  17  75. 
The  indenture  was  actually  signed  on  April  20,  L775, 
and  conveyed  the  land  from  "Peter  Johnston,  gentleman, 
of  the  Parish  of  Saint  Patrick's  and  County  of  Prince 
Edward"  to  the  "Trustees  &  Managers  of  an  academy 
about,  to  be  established  in  the  said  County  of  Prince 
Edward." 

Remember  that  this  Church  of  England  man  had  a 
vision  beyond  sectarianism,  a  vision  securely  focused 
in  the  realm  of  higher  responsibilities.  His  was  the 
special  glory  of  initiating  a  grand  enterprise.  As  trus- 
tee of  the  institution  and  as  generous  philanthropist  he 
deserves  a  luminous  niche  in  the  private  hall  of  fame 
we  call  memory.  Let  us  salute  him  today,  and,  seeing 
before  me  his  proxies  to  the  seventh  generation,  I  give 
a  heart-felt  "thank  you.'' 

To  the  Johnstons  of  all  ages  I  say  that  you  have  a 
heritage  of  which  you  may  honestly  boast.  You  should 
tingle  to  your  very  soul  as  you  contemplate  this  hand- 
some blending  of  biography  and  history.  It  is  good  that 
for  a  moment  in  this  busy  twentieth  century  we  can 
pause  to  pay  respect  to  a  man  of  good  taste,  of  broad 
friendship,  and  of  expansive  imagination,  Peter  Johnston 
of  Longwood.
